Program To Become 


Specially Designed At Shawsheen 


No longer will Andover’s kindergarten 
teachers have to keep their students from 
disturbing the older children in the town’s 
elementary schools. Come September the 
young kindergarteners will have their own 
school especially designed for their noise 
and activity 

After two years without students the 
Shawsheen School will be re-opened as an 
Early Childhood Center for over 350 chil 
dren aged three to six. Interior work is 
progressing at the former elementary 
school, which was most recently used for 
office space by schoo! administrators, said 
Linnea Gershenberg, the coordinator for 
the Early Childhood Center 

The theory of learning at Shawsheen 
which was rebuilt and renovated in 1956 
1970's “‘open con 
where students schooled in 
buildings with few walls that were all mov 
able. At Shawsheen the classrooms will all 
have walls, said Gershenberg, but children 
won t be grouped in classes simply because 
thev are a certain age. Instead they will be 
evaluated so teachers can best understand 
the developmental level of each student 

It is important, explained Gershenberg 
to understand that kindergarten isn't just a 

vear of plaving. It is, she said, a year of 
transition where the youngsters get their 
first taste of school 

Kindergarten approximates the compli 
cated day that the chidren are going to 
have in the first grade,’ Gershenberg said 

This is a year where we want to make the 
children feel very good about themselves 

The school department's concept of pre 
first grade education has an emphasis on 
whether each child is ready to make the 
change from kindergarten to first grade. If 
a youngster is not ready, the child may be 
given what Gershenberg calls ‘‘a gift of 
time.” Besides the 16 classes of kindergart 
en students scheduled for morning and af 
ternoon sessions at Shawsheen there will be 
two “readiness” classes. The readiness 
classes, which have been in operation since 
1979. are for children who are not yet ready 
for first grade but have finished a year of 
kindergarten. This intermediate step is nec 
said Gershenberg, because if a stu

How do you say NO to drinking? What do you do if 
vou are the only non-drinker at a party and friends 
urge you to have a drink? 

The factors that shape a young person's decision 
about drinking are many and varied. The way 
alcohol is assimilated into family functions and 
gatherings is a powerful influence. So is the way 
friends at school regard and use alcohol as there is 
a consistent relationship between drinking behav- 
iors of teens and their peer groups.

Shavuot is the third of the agriculturally based festivals of 
the Jewish year. Following seven weeks after Pesach, this 
harvest festival serves again to remind the Jewish people of 
the closeness of their ancestors to the soil and their depen- 
dence on nature for their livelihood. Shavuot, Pesach and 
Succot are characterized ‘‘pilgrim festivals,’ for on these 
davs Jews from all sections of Palestine brought thanksgiving 
offerings of their harvests to the temple in Jerusalem 

Shavuot, once having represented only the natural world, 
later gained a spiritual dimension: the anniversary of the 
giving of the Torah on Mount Sinai. It is largely the spiritual 
and cultural aspect of Shavuot that has imparted to the 
holiday its present significance 

Early 19th century Reform Jewish leaders, seeking to give 
women equal status in all religious obligations, created the 
ceremony of Confirmation for boys and girls to involve them 
in Jewish life. The Confirmation ceremony was ideally to be 
celebrated on the Festival of Shavuot, commemorating the 
Revelation on Mt. Sinai. Each Shavuot Festival allows for the

NOW IS THE TIME TO JOIN 
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Lowell Junction Office Park Plan 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Plans for a controversial 53-acre Lowell 
Junction office and research park have 
been withdrawn from the Planning Board's 
consideration — but only temporarily. Bur- 
lington developer R.J. Kelly Co.'s plans for 
Corporate Place 93 remain very much al- 
ive, the project manager said this week. 

Richard Kelly of R.J. Kelly still intends 
to build up to 500,000 square feet of office 
space in six or seven buildings on the site, 
project manager Jim Fuda of Vanasse 
Hangen Associates, Boston, told the 
TOWNSMAN yesterday 

But complex negotiations with the Boston 
and Maine Railroad — crucial to the devel- 
opment of the site — have delayed Kelly's 
progress, Fuda explained 

And even though the selectmen last year 
amended the town’s master sewer plan to 
allow Kelly to sewer the site, project engi- 
neers are now considering septic systems 
as a possible alternative to sewering the 
development, he added 

The developer first proposed the office 
park to Andover officials a year ago, but 
has vet to present the planning board with 
plans for their approval. Each time Kelly 
has scheduled a meeting with the planners 
the developer has requested an extension to 
delay his presentation 

This month, staff planner Nancy Jeton 
told the planners that Kelly had decided to 
withdrawn the plans from the board's con- 
sideration, rather than to continue request- 
ing repeated extensions 

The reason for the planning delays, 
according to Fuda: The ‘‘primary access” 
to the site would be from Ballardvale 
Street. across Boston and Maine railroad 
tracks (an active railroad crossing), and 
Kelly has been trying to resolve a right-of- 
way question with the B & M 

There is an existing right-of-way across 
those tracks, the project manager said, but 
Kelly hopes to relocate that easement to a 

more appropriate’ area for an entrance to 
the office park. The developer has been 


negotiating that point with railroad officials 
for several months now and, Fuda indi- 
cated, those discussions are continuing. 

Kelly probably will not return before the 
planners until he has ‘‘something concrete”’ 
to show for those negotiations, the manager 
said. 

The only other access to Kelly’s site 
would be provided by a back road, Burtt 
Road, which also includes a railroad cross- 
ing; that would be reserved for emergency 
use only, Fuda said 

Vanasse/Hangen has also begun exten- 
Sive engineering work to plan underground 
disposal (septic) systems for the site, now 
considered a ‘‘viable alternative’ to serv 
ing the site with a connection into town 
sewer lines 

Town officials agree with the developer 
that a sewer tie-in would be preferable to 
septic systems at the Kelly site — where a 
potential septic failure somewhere in the 
future could pose a massive problem for 
office park ‘enants and the town 

With that in mind, the Board of Select- 
men last year voted to amend the town’s 
master plan to include Kelly's site, which 
riginally fell outside the boundaries of the 
master plan approved by 1980 town meet 
ing 

Kelly agreed to extend and maintain town 
lines to his at his company’s 
expense, and build a pumping station to 
pump sewage from the site into the town’s 
sewer system 

But the selectmen placed a condition on 
their vote. for the flow pumped from the 
otfice park into the town sewer system, the 
developer was to remove an equal amount 
of inflow and infiltration from the system 
to increase its total capacity 

Reducing inflow and infiltration (excess 
flow that seeps into sewer lines, through 
for instance) would 
require renovations to town sewer 
lines, Public Works Director Robert Mc 
Quade predicted last vear

Bargaining Halted 
By Restructuring 


Contract negotiations between the And- 
over School Committee and Andover’s 22 
school administrators are at a halt because 
of the school administration reorganization 
plan that transfered six of the administra- 
from their administrative positions 
back into the classrooms 

The six job changes are a result of the 
elimination of six program advisor posi- 
tions within the schools. The program heads 
currently oversee individual subjects and 
supervise teachers system-wide. Without 
them many school officials are predicting 
the consistency of programs from kinder- 
garten through grade 12 will suffer 

The administrators, represented by the 
Teamsters Local 380, will finish their cur- 
rent three-year contract at the end of June, 
said chief negotiator for the administrators

Hixon said that although the administra

The School Committee has the power to 
eliminate the positions, that’s an absolute

Vanasse/Hangen engineers recently com- 
pleted a study that concluded it would not 
be “‘economically feasible’’ to try to reduce 
inflow and infiltration, McQuade said this 
week. The DPW director commented that 
unless the selectmen agree to eliminate 
their condition, Kelly may have no choice 
but to install septic systems. 

Constructing septic systems at the site 
would not pose any special problems, Fuda 
said, explaining that the soil there is condu- 
cive to underground disposal systems. And 
engineers are planning a’number of smal! 
systems to serve the office park — not one 
large system which would reduce the 

magnitude’ of the septic plans, he added 

In addition to planning board approval 
RJ. Kelly still needs further approvals 
from the Conservation Commission and 
Board of Health. (Sewer service would re- 
quire the selectmen’s approval of individual 
sewer connections as well.) 

While it is impossible to say when the 
developer will be ready to return before 


town officials, Fuda said, ‘‘We’ll be back 
before them — if not for approval, at least 
for information, as a courtesty to let them 
know where we are. They've been naost 
cooperative and helpful all along.’’ 

Kelly's site falls across town lines into 
Tewksbury and Wilmington, hut most of the 
construction — 300,000 to 350,000 square feet 

would be located in Andover, according 
to Vanasse/Hangen. The Lowell Junction 
parcel is located off Route 93, near the 
Gillette plant 

Last May, Ballardvale residents told the 
selectmen they opposed Corporate Place 93 
because it would increase industrial traffic 
ind reduce the ‘‘quality of life’’ in their 
neighborhoods.

Andover’s annual Memorial Day program on 
Monday was an outstanding tribute. 

In addition to the Andover veterans, civic, fra- 
ternal and scouting groups who participated, the 
appearance of the U.S. Army Band parading along 
the Street of Memorial Flags made this traditional 
event a memorable one. 

There was, however, one group of community 
leaders noticeably absent from the parade route 
and the traditional exercises held at Memorial 
Auditorium, namely the board of selectmen. 

Of the five-member municipal policy-making 
board, only one, Norma Gammon, saw fit to attend 
to civic duty by participating in the holiday pro- 
gram. . 

Now, it is understandable that the members of 
the. board may have had other plans for this, the 
first long holiday weekend of the summer or vaca- 
tion season. 

Further, there may have been mitigating cir- 
cumstances dictating their absence from the Me- 
morial Day ceremonies. 

But, there would seem to be an obligation on 
their part to participate in some way in this annual 
municipal observance as the elected leaders of the 
community. 

In the line of march on Monday were school 
administrators and the unpaid members of the 
school committee.

Marching along at the head of the parade were 
the town manager, State Rep. Sue Tucker, clergy, 
off-duty members of the police and fire depart- 
ments in full dress uniforms led by the respective 
chiefs. 

But, nowhere to be seen were the four members 
of the board of selectmen. 


We can understand and accept the fact that the 
salary of a selectman is not a commanding one, 
yet they do receive compensation. School commit- 
tee members serve without pay and, as is charac- 
teristic in most communities, are involved in more 
controversy than is the town’s top policy-making 
board. 


True, selectmen have families and may have 
overriding responsibilities on a holiday weekend. 

But none of this would seem to diminish the fact 
that having sought the office of municipal lead- 
ership, they then must accept the sacrifice that 
goes with it. Groundbreakings, ribbon cuttings, 
parades and patriotic observances may not be high 
on the list of personal priorities, but they are, 
nevertheless, matters to which those who offer 
themselves to public service must attend. 


That four members were among the missing at 
this municipal observance this year seems a re- 
gretable circumstance which certainly should be 
remedied on future occasions.

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Andover N eurologist May 
Study Wilder’s Brain 


An Andover man may be involved in the 
neurological study of the brain of Christo- 
pher Wilder, the accused killer and rapist, 
who died in a struggle with New Hampshire 
police on April 13. 


lhe New Hampshire pathologist who per- 
formed the autopsy on Wilder confirmed 
that Wilder's brain was sent to Boston on 
Sunday, May 20, for study by physicians at 
Beth Israel Hospital, which is affiliated 
with Harvard Medical School, in Boston 
Dr. Albert Galaburda, who lives at 7 
Blueberry Hill Road, is a behavioral neurol- 
gist at the Harvard-affiliated Bosten hos- 
pital. But Galaburda has not returned THE 
TOWNSMAN’s calls to comment on re- 
search he may be involved in there 

Andrew Issac, assistant attorney general 
of New Hampshire's criminal! investiga- 
tions, told THE TOWNSMAN that the state 
was interested in ‘furthering legitimate 
scientific study’ of Wilder’s brain that 
might be pertinent to the state’s investiga- 
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would might give a ‘physical explanation’ 
for Wilder's behavior. 

The research by Boston doctors would 
involve first preserving the brain in solution 
for up to nine months, said Robert Christie, 
the New Hampshire physician who con- 
ducted Wilder's autopsy. Then, explained 
Christie, the brain would be studied for 
lesions, tumors or other abnormalities. 

From his Florida home Wilder allegedly 
went on a killing-spree stretching from 
Florida through New England and ended in 
Colebrook, N.H., just miles from the Cana- 
da border. New Hampshire officials sus- 
pect Wilder was trying to elude a massive 
FBI hunt and escape to Canada 

The findings of the medical tests may 
never be known though, because Wilder’s 
family has asked Beth Israel officials not to 
give out any information on the subject 
Anthony Llovd, vice-president of the hospi- 
tal. said only that Beth Israel has requested 
the brain for study
